Wesley (‘‘Red’’) Simon, alleged slayer of Emmett Dassol be 
a gahg feud of nearly a year ago, was shot and killed at 1.50 p. m. 
| Monday in Mooney’s saloon, 1233 Chestnut street, by Henry 
Zang, principal witness for the prosecution in Simon's trial, which 
[began in Judge Koerner’s court Monday morning. 
A squad of four special officers, who had been stationed in 
| the Municipal Courts Building to avert just such an oceurence, 
was standing at Thirteenth and Market streets. waiting for tho 
return of Simon, who had gone around the block for a drink before 


the afternoop session of the trial. 
Zang shot Sinion twice im the stomach, ait left the saloon 


without waiting to see whether he-had killed him. Walking to 
police headquarters, he entered the Central District Police Station, 
laid a pearl-handled revolver on the railing and remarked: 

“I’ve had some trouble with Red Simon, and I thought I'd 


better come over.’”’ 


Two special officers were rushed out 
jand they encountered the four guards, 
jand all went to the saloon, where they 
found Simon’s body lying on the floor. 
In the meantime the police questioned 
Zang, with little result. } 

“He came in the saloon twice while I 
was drinking there,” said Zang, ‘‘and 
said to’ somebody there: ‘That —— —— 
will never live to testify against me.’ ”’ 

He would-say nothing as to the de- 
tails of the encounter, or whether Si- 
mon made any actual attack on him. 

James Mooney, owner of the saloon 
in which Simon was killed, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that Simon and Zang 
entered the saloon together about 1:50 
p. m. and drank a glass of beer to-j- 
gether. Afterward, he _ said, hat, 
walked toward the Chestnut street en- 
trance of the saloon and conversed in 
low tones while standing by a cigar! 
counter. They were shut off from 
Mooney’s view by a partition. 

A few minutes later, Mooney declared, | 
he heard two shots at the cigar counter 
and Zang rushed into the seloon,. ex- 
claiming: ‘ 

“Send for a policeman; I want to give’ 
myself up"’

Former Champion, and First to 
Cross Golden Gate, Loses Life 
in Seattle Harbor. 


SEATTLE, Wash., March 2.—Cold and 
exhaustion yesterday caused the deatn 
of Arthur Cavill, an Australian athiete 
who attempted unsuccessfully to swim 
across Seattle Harbor, a distance of 
three miles. 

Cavill, who was the first to swim the 
Golden Gate and was.a world's cham- 
pion in 185 to 1900, swam nearly four 
miles, on account of the high wind and 
waves which threw him out of, his 
course, but was taken out of the water 
after one hour and tin minutes. 

A physician who tried to revive him 


| paid that he virtually froze to death,

Damage’ by smoke and water was done 
to the stock of the Judge & Dolph Drug 
Co. at 515 Olive street, adjoining the 
Aloe store on the west. 

What caused the fire has not been 
ascertained by the aAloes or the police. 

The Aloe Building, a five-story struc- 
ture, was owned by the Pulitzer estate 
and formerly was the home of the Post- 
Dispatch. It was estimated by firemen 
and by the police in their official re- 
port that the damage to tie building 
was $50,000. 

David B. Aloe, at 8:30 a. m., said ne 
believed the company’s stock in the 
building was a total loss. He estimat- 
ed the value éf the stock at $150,000, 

Weur Fleors, Were Occupied. 

The Aloe company did. an extensive 
business In optical goods, photographic 
supplies and surgical equipment. The 
optical and photogtaphic departments 
were on the first floor, ‘the surgical ap- 
paratus on the second, the optical man- 
ufacturing department and photogra- 
phers’ dark rooms on the third floor 
and the offices on the fourth. A tower, 
which, according to David B. Aloe, had 
not been in use, was the fifth floor, 

Firemen said the fire was one of 


the hardest which they had been 
called upon to fight in recent years.

Butler Says if Gambling Was 
in Progress Saturday Night 
He Didn’t Know It—Has 
Permitted Boys. to Use 
Third Floor for Club. 


Imprisonment Penalty 
_ for Permitting Gaming 
Device to Be Set Up 


ECTION 4754 of the Revised 
S Statutes provides that any 
| person who shall set up or 
keep a common gaming house shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and punished by a fine of not less 
than $200, nor more than $1000. 
The preceding section makes it a 

‘misdemeanor for “any owner who 
shall permit any gaming table, 
bank or device to be set up or used 
for the purpose of gaming in any 
house, building, shed, booth, shel- 
ter, lot or other premises belonging 
to him, or occupied by him, or 
which he has possession or con- 
trol.”” The penalty is a workhouse 
sentence of from 30 days to a 
year or a fine of $50 to $500. 

* This section is construed as mak- 
ing liable any owner or lessee or 

. agent of a property who knowingly 
allows its use for gaming -pur- 
poses.

A Post-Dispatch reporter found a big 
craps game in progress Saturday night 
on the third floor of the building at 


5001 Easion avenue, the first floor of 
which is occupied by the saloon of 
Thomas J. Butler, Democratic member 
of the House of Delegates from the 
Nineteenth Ward. 

Entrance to the third floor was gained 
. The reporter 
found lookouts, or guards, stationed on 
the second and third floor landings. 
The game, found to be what is known 
as a professional or “house game,’’ was 
played upon a pool table which had been 
converted into a dice table as is usual 
in such cases. Four keepers conducted 
the game and accepted all wagers made 
by the players. 

Capt. Seth Singleton of the Dayton 
Street Police District, in which Butler’s 
saloon is, when seen, told a reporter he 
would begin an investigation cf the mat- 
ter. He said the place was in a pre- 
cinct under the supervision of Ser- 
geants. Silverman, King and Watson. 
who will be questioned as to why they 
had not learned of the craps game. 

The Post-Dispatch reporter. was. in- 
formed that the game had been con- 
ducted regularly every Saturday. nicht 
for a long while. 

Following is the reporter's account of 
his investigation of the game: 

Stendy Stream of Visitors. 

On entering Butler’s saloon the re- 
porter saw at one side of the barroom 
a door through which a_i continual 
stream of men was passing in and out. 
After standing at the bar a fey min- 
utes the reporter followed two men 
through the door which, he found, 
epened on to a Stairway. A man sta- 
tioned at the door scrutinized the party 


went up the stairs to the second floo-, 
where a door barred the gtairs leadinz 
to the third floor. When one of the niea 
rapped on the door, a small slide in one 
of thé panels of the door was opened 
and a man:looked out. He scanned the 
Tha 
reporter followed to the third floor, 
where the stairs opened into a large 
room. 

’ The place was crowded with men «nd 
the cigar and cigarette smoke was so 
denge that it was hard to see across 
the room. In the center a large crow 
of men were standing around a pool 


racks. In the far corner of the room 
a number of men were seated around 
a table playing cards. Thirty-three mer: 
by actual count were around the pool 


for the newcomers. At each end of the 
table was stationed a gamekeeper with 
stacks of silver ard currency in front 
of: him. 

Piayers Paid Commissions. 

In addition there were two other game 
keepers, on either side of the table. On 
one side was a man with a long, crook- 
ed stick, which he used to draw in the 
@icé after each shot, and who acted as 
custodian of the game. On the other 
side was a man who kept track of the 
“points” and collected 5 cents for each 
time one of the players threw the 
number he was trying for. 

In a row in front of him were six 


of hearts, which he used to keep track

trying to throw. If the player was 
trying to make 4, he would shove the 
4-spot out in front of the row. 

In front of the men at each end of 
the table, the keepers who paid or col- 
lected the bets, were two chalk lines 
on the green cloth, one of which was 
marked 6 and the other 8 After the 
player would get his ‘‘point,’’ even 
money bets could be placed that he 
would throw 6+ before he lost. The 
same bets could be placed on the &. 
In front of the man with the crooked 
stick, marked in chalk, were the num- 
bers 2,:3, 4 9, 10, 11 and 12. This is 
what is known among craps shooters 
as the ‘“‘field,”’ and bets are placed by 
the players on these numbers. 

The dice were thrown from an ordi- 
nary leather box. All the time _ the 
game keepers kept announcing the priv- 
ilege of the players to bet, with such 
calls as ‘‘Who thinks he’ll 6 or 8? Place 
your bets now,’ and “Don’t forget the 
tield, boys.’’ The wagers laid ranged 
from 2 cents to $% and each time a man 
threw the dice from 5 to {5 other play- 
ers would. place bets on his throw. 

Throughout the evening an attache of 
the establishment walked about =the 
room..calling out, ‘‘Drinks, cigars or 
cigarettes.”’ 

Throws “Craps” for $64. 

All the men around the table were not 
placing bets reguilariy. Some of them 
had lost all their money. They would 
stand around’ and watch for the win- 
ners, whom they would ask to put up 
some money for them to shoot for. If 
they were able to make anything on 
their shot,‘ the backer would divide it 
with the shooter. One such “jockey,” 
as they were called, persuaded a win- 
ner to stake him to 50 cents and he shot 
this and kept making points until there 
was a stake of $64 in front of him, when 
he finally made “‘craps,”’ losing it all. 
At the card table in the far corner 
of the room five men were playing stud 
poker. None of the hangers-on was 
watching this game. The corner seemed 
to be “‘sacred ground.’ While the re- 
porter was standing at the-craps tabie, 
an onlooker remarked that one of the 
card players just had taken $50 from 
one of the other players. The reporter 
remained in the. room two hours and 
placed bets at will. 

When the reporter .left the room at 
midnight the game was at its height. 
On his way down the stairs he passed 


. 
five men on their way up to the gain- 


bling room, Stopping at the bar, he 
heard a number of those assembled con- 
versing freely of the winnings and losses 
in the*room above. 

Butler Doesn't Know of Game. 
Butler, when seen by a reporter Mon- 
day, said that if a craps gam: 
was conducted on the third floor 
Saturday night he was not aware 
Oe: FE, He said he was away 
from his saloon until 12:25 a. m. Sun- 
day and that when he returned he 
found everything locked. He said he 
leased the entire building and permitted 
“the boys’? to use the third floor as a 
neghborhood club room. A pool table 
and pinochle games are permitted, he 
said, but he never knew of poker and 
craps games being played. ‘‘Saloon li- 
censes are too expensive to permit such 
a thing,’’ he said. 

Section 4750 of the revised statutes 
provides that any person who shall set 
up or keep a gambling ‘device (and it 
has been held that this includes a craps 
table) shall, on -conviction be ad- 
judged guilty of a felony, and shall 
be punished by imprisonment i 
the penitentiary for not less than two 
nor more than five years, or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail for not less than 
six nor more than 12 months.

Telephone Operator at Hospital! 
Learns Identity After He 
Calls Up Newspaper Men. 


When Douglas Conroy, 18 years old, 
‘who had been shot by a drunken man, 
died in the city hospital reception room 
at 3 a. m. Sunday, ‘his brother, Robert 
Conroy, was on duty as telephone oper- 
ator at the hospital. He telephoned to 
the press room at Police Headquarters 
that a young man had just died in the 
reception room from a bullet wound, 
and said he would send the name and 
further particulars as soon as he could 
get them. 

Another hospital employe, who had 
recognized the dead youth, called Rob- 
ert Conroy away from the telephone 
switchboard, put a substitute there and 
sent Conroy to the reception room? A 
moment’ later the telephone operator 
was sobbing over his brother’s body. 

Douglas Conroy was also an employe 
of the hospital, and lived with his broth- 
er, James B. Conroy, Clerk of the House 
of Delegates, at 1817A Laflin street. He 
went Saturday night with Virgil Glea- 
son, another hospital attendant, to a 
birthday surprise party at 1430 Whit- 
tier street. 

Charles A. Gates, a boarder at the 
Whittier street house, was not invited 


‘Ito the party,. but his room, which ad- 


joined the parlor, was opened by the 
landlady, Mrs. Julia Pierce, to enlarge 
the dancing space.. At ll p. m. Gates 
appeared, and Mrs. Pierce told him she 
thought the party would soon be over. 


Finds Room Still in Use. 
Gates went out, visited a number of 


saloons and .returned shortly before ! 
a. m,. intéxicated. The party was still 
going on, and he grumbled about beings 
Kept out of his room, and told Miss 
Kate StahIlman, a boarder, ‘she says, 
that he had a mind to “clean out that 
bunch.,”’ 

He asked a young woman in the party 
to play “Silver Threads Among the 
Gold.”” She said she could not, and this 
seemed to irritate him. He remained 
about the house until about 2 a. m., the 
dancing stopped and the guests gath- 
ered on the porch and the sidewalk to 
say good-night. Then he suddenly ap- 
peared in the doorway and began firing 
his revolver. 

Douglas Conroy fell, 
young men _ scattered. 
wounded William McClelland, 
old, of 6021 Florissant avenue, 
right shoulder... He fired five shots ani 
a policeman, running from the nearest 
corner, seized him with the revolver 
still in his hand. Gates said he was 
firing to call a policeman, and did not 
mean to wound anyone. He was locked 
up at the Deer Street Station, and was 
held for the Coroner’s inquest Monday. 

Gates said, in an incoherent way, that 
he had been struck on the head. No 
bruise was found when he was exam- 
ined at the city dispensary. The wit- 
nesses agree that neither Conroy nor 
McClelland had given Gates any per- 
sonal occasion for offense. Gates is a 
hoisting engineer, and had been en- 
gaged to help in building the pageant 
stage in Forest Park. 

Young Conroy’s funeral will be held 
from the Laflin street home to St. 
Teresa’s Church, at 8:30 a. m. Tuesday. 
He had four brothers, one of whom, the 
Rev. Father Ignatius onroy, a mem- 
ber of the Passionist. order in the Nor- 
mandy monastery, will conduct the fu- 
neral. Father Conroy went to Chicago 
last Friday to hdld a mission. His five 
sisters, who live in Chicago and Elgin, 
Ill., will! attend the funeral. 

From his pay at the hospital of $25 
a month, young Conroy paid a part of 
the board of his invalid mother, Mrs. 
Catherine Conroy, in the Immaculate 
Heart Home of Normandy. 

The surprise party was given in honor 
of Joseph Moore of 1427 North Grand 
avenue and was held at the Pierce house 
only because there was not room enough 
at the Moore home. Among the guests 
Whose namés the police obtained as wit- 
nesses were Mrs. Kate Moore and Hil- 
lery Moore, Joseph Moore’s mother and 
sister; Ethel Walker of 3927 West Belle 
place, James Brannigan of 3717 Lucky 
&étreet, Mary Stewart of 3609 Cozens av- 
enue and Albert Winneman of 364 
Lucky street. 

McClelland, who*was wounded in the 
shoulder, is in the city hospital, and 
is expected to recover. 

Mrs. Pierce, Mrs. Moore and some of 
the guests at the party were witnesses 
at the inquest Monday morning. They 
retold the story of the party, of Gates’ 
complaints and of the shooting. A ver- 
dict of homicide was returned.

2. Any other railroad company not 
electing to become a joint owner as 
above provided, but desiring the use 
of the terminal facilities of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association of St. Louis,

38. Any dispute or controversy which

Judge Smith’s Statement. ¢ 

Judge Smith filed the following staie- 
ment, in which he sets forth his views 
relative to the arbitrary, and holds that 
no court has the power in the absence 
of legislative action or a decision by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, to fix 
rates: 

“The members of the Court have en- 
tertained and now entertain divergent 
views as to what the decree in-this case 
should be notwitistanding the opinion of 
‘the Supreme Court which is our guide 
and which all of us are chiefly desirous 
of following, according to its true inte .1i. 

“The foregoing decree is in the nature 
of a compromise of these divergent 
views and as such I have signed it, but 
I could not do this without expressing 
my personal opinion briefly upon the 
subject. 

“The fixing of rates for the future 
is a legislative and not a judicial func- 
tion. 

“There aré numerous roads. which. do 
not extend beyond the State of Illinois, 
which terminate at East St. Louis. One 
ot these is only eight or 10 miles long. 
It probably cost not to exceed $300,000 
for the entire road. It is now con- 
tended that the Supreme Court mean! 
to hold that for whatever price this road 
saw fit to haul coal to East St. Louis 
or for whatever price might be fixed by 
lllinois it must haul it to St. Louis over 
property including bridges, right of way 
and trackage worth many millions of 
dollars. 

Legislative Function. 

“I cannot reach that conclusion and 
chiefly because svch a decree would be 
beyond the jurisdiction of this or any 
other humah court even as a part of 
the jurisdiction of a court of equity 
to award complete relief. It is dis- 
tinctly a legislative function and until 
Congress or the Interstate Commerce 
Commission shall so fix the rates, no 
judicial tribunal! has any bo ee to so 
decree. 

“Not only has the Yecdvetate Com- 
merce Commission not so decreed, but 
it has long held that such an order 
should not be made. (Commercial Club 
of Omaha vs. C. R. I. & P. Railway 
Co., 6 L C. C. Rep. 67. See other cases 
elted in Pierce's digest of decisions un- 
jer acts’ to regulate commerce, 406-6-7.)

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tions, if this decree means the rate 
must be the same from points in IIli- 
nois to Kast St. Louis and to St. Louis, 
Mo., then an intrastate and an interstate 
rate are indissolubly united and_ the 
State of Illinois has thus power to fix 
interstate rates.

“There, is substantially no limit the 
State cannot go to in reducing the rates 
on any given commodity provided the 
entire body of rates is compensatory. 
It was held in the Minnesota rate Cases, 
20 LU. S. that the interstate com- 
merce law did not divest the State of 
the power to make rates throughout its 
limits, and so under no provision of the 
existing law, state or Federal. could th-

If) one-Priceto-an Piano Store—Fourth Floor.| WEATH ER — ight rater ox snore, re Soe Free Bus to ‘and From McKinley and Union Stations, 


Fair Weather to Be 
Followed by Storm 
Late in Week 


WASHINGTON, March 2—A cold 


wave for the eastern part of the 
country extending as far South as 
the Gulf of Mexico for the first 
days of the week, with warmer 
temperatures by the middle of the 
week, and generally fair weather 
were forecast in the Weather Bu- 
reau'’s weekly bulletin. 

“A storm of . marked intensity, 
central Sunday morning off Hat- 
teras,”’ said the bulletin, “‘will move 
northeastward and be attended by 
west and northwest gales and de- 
cidedly colder weather Monday in 
the Middle Atlantic and New En- 
gland states, and snow in the lower 
lake region and the, St. Lawrence 
Valley. 

“‘Frosts amd freezing temperature 
will occur in connection jwith this 
¢old wave as far South as the 
east gulf and South Atlantic states 
except the southern portion of the 
Florida Peninsula. This cold 
Wave, however, will be of short 
duration and a general reaction to 
higher temperatures will set in 
over the Middle West Monday and 
the Eastern and Southeastern 
States Tuesday. 

“Generally fair weather will pre- 
vail during the next several days 

in practically all parts of the coun- 
try except the North Pacific states 
where rains will be frequent during 
the coming week. 

“The next storm of importance 
to cross the country \will appear on 
the North Pacific Coast Wednes- 
day, cross the great central valleys 
about Friday and the Eastern 
stater near the end’ of the week. 
This isturbance will cause gen- 
eral rains on the Pacific slope and 
rains in Southern ‘and probably 
rains and snows in Northern states 
east of the Rocky Mountains.’’

The decision puts it in the power of the peo- 
ple to accomplish by direct legislation what mis- 
‘representative government at the city hall fails 
or refuses to do. It establishes the right of the 
people under the initiative to control their mu- 


}| nicipal. government. 


It destroys even under the present imperfect 
charter that obstructive * power of cliques and 
combines in either branch of the Municipal As- 
sembly which has so often barred the progress 
of St. Louis.~ , 

The attitude of members of the Municipal As- 
sembly who have refused to submit a bord issue 
for the city’s approach, illustrates the value of 
the mere power of direct legislation as a club. 
These obstructive members promise to accept the 
initiative petition as a mandate from the people 
to pass an ordinance submitting the bonds. 

We take it that if instead of passing the ini- 
tiative proposal and thus carrying out the initia- 
tive process, the Municipal Assembly voluntarily 
passes the ordinance ‘submitting the bonds, the 
bond election can be held without the preliminary 
election ordering the submission of the bonds. 
In that event the charter will be carried out. with- 
out the initiative election. It would save time and 
money and we rely upon the 4eaders of the op- 
position in the Council and House to keep their 


: promises. 


If the Assembly acts ‘upon the petition the 
bond ordinance it passes should be uniform with 
the ordinance prepared to be submitted to the 
It should definitely 
locate the approach to be built with the proceeds 
of the bonds. Let it be a final settlement of the 
appréach question. 

We believe that public sentiment overwhelm- 
ingly favors the completion of the bridge. We 
believe that it favors bridge completion by the 
cheapest and best plan—the city’s approach. But 
we know there is a considerable element oppos- 
ing the bond issue without the repeal or, at 
least, the amendment of the Southern Traction 
loop franchise.

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A GENERAL CONSERVATION STATUTE. 
That the new policy of conservation under dual 
control should be embodied without delay in 
general legislation is important. 

The decision that both Federal and state Gov- 
ernments must share in the responsibility for a 
properly safeguarded development of resources 
having been announced, applications for author- 
ity .to proceed with projects long held up are 
likely to be pressed in large numbers. These ap- 
plications, notably in the case of water power, 
will take the form of special bills. Several. per- 
mits to dam stréams in the interstate or nav- 
igable classification are already being urged on 
Congress. 

To deal with these permits through special 
bills wastes the time of Congress and delays de- 
velopment. Bésides, the same evils are invited 
that plagued when private corporations were 
chartered by the states under special acts, in- 
stead of general acts. Permits are likely to lack 
uniformity.- Some power companies may be 
granted greater privileges than others. A judi- 
cial interpretation of the text of one special act 
may afford no guide for construing another. 

A general act is needed to give permanency 
and definiteness to the new policy. It can compel 
all power companies to operate on essentially 
the same terms and subject them to the same 
forms of regulation. Properly framed such gen- 
eral legislation can safeguard the public against 
the cénstruction of dams where they are not 
wanted, where they Will obstruct navigation or 
where they will jeopardize scenic assets, like 
Niagara. 
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That Dillon opinion applies of course to an 
initiative election on the Southern Traction fran- 
chise as well as to one on the bridge bonds 
A DEFENSE OF PREVARICATION. 

Replying to the suggestion in a Post-Dispatch 
editorial that prevarication by the Health De 
partment’s detectives was wrong in principle 
and a bad example, Dr. Starkloff, Health Com- 
missioner, justifies the methods used by citing 
the practical results.. Sending “decoys” to trap 
fraudulent medical practitioners has, he says, 
brought about’ numerous convictions... The meth- 
od has also been upheld by the courts, except in 
one case, as being the only known way to bring 
results.

For the wickedness of the monarch in 
question, the test was made, and the result was 
satisfact The wicked king’s downfall was 
accomplished.

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RAILROAD RECEIVERSHIP REFORM. 

Appointment of railroad recéivers on the nom- 
ination of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
had a place in the excellent program of judicial 
reforms outlined by ex-President Taft before 
the House Judiciary Committee. 

The period during which several great rail- 
road systems of the country have been brought 
to insolvency or near it should not pass without 
giving force to its important lessons. The cost 
and inefficiency of railroad receiverships have 
given rise to much scandal. 

Because industrial conditions are now showing 
improvement is no reason why. attention should 
be diverted from the need for a law that will 
insure better selections of railroad receivers. 

Poor sticks from which to manufacture 
crutches for crippled roads are promised by the 
existing practice in selecting receivers. They 
are appointed on the ex-parte and often clan- 
destine application of a controlling faction among

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A MILLION IN PORK. 
A dual basis is provided for distributing among 
the states the $25,000,000 which the House’s good 
roads pork barrel bill appropriates. The propor- 
tion which each state’s population bears to the 
total population of the country will determine 
how one-half of the amount fs to be distributed. 
The proportion which the rural post roads of 
each state bears to the national mileage of post 
roads is f} determine how the other half is dis- 
tributed. 
Missouri’s share under this apportionment will 
be $1,Q18,750, if the bill becomes a law. Only ffve 
other states will receive a greater amount. A 
million dollars worth of pork is a lot of pork to 
be turned over to a state Governor. The neces- 
sity for fat-frying in other directions can be obvi- 
ated, pay rolls can be amplified, jobs can be mul- 
tiplied, life in the country can be rendered more 
worth the living while it is being expended. 

That, as Gov. Major says, public men who op- 
pose the bill sign their own political death war- 
rants is probably not true.

Crippled wire service interfered with 
the buying demand for securities in the 
early market today and gave the trad- 
ing a professional ‘havar. Market news 

was mixed, but easy money helps senti- 
rent. The outlook in Paris is a dis- 
turbing influence. The late market 
was quiet. 

From the viewpoint of net earnings 
the American Steel Foundries had the 
best year in 1913:since the company re- 
duced its capital to $17,184,000 in 1908 by 
canceling the preferred and making its 
shares all of one class. The net earn- 
ings ran slightly over the $2,000,000 mark. 
On the stock, now paying 2‘per cent, 
the net earnings were “equivalent to 
nearly 6 per cent. 

Somehow or other Missouri Pacifjc 
Stock holds a fascination for so 
traders. The present low prices par- 
tially account for this susceptibility: 
the traditions of the past for the 
Sreater part. Many of the present 
generation recall when “Mop” was 
considered a standard railroad issue, 
and they are wondering whether the 
capital now directing its affairs may 
not put it back again to its former 
eminence. If the road has arranged 
the financing necessary to retire 
notes falling due in June, it would re- 
move much of the uncertainty.

Despite the bad. earnings statement 
lately reported there has been surpris- 
ingly little liquidation in Pennsylvania. 
On the last day of February the divi- 
dend was’ paid, and it went to 89,018 in- 
dividual holders. This is the largest 
number of shareholders of record that 
this company has ever had. 

Speculation in Rock Island securities 
centers largely in the collateral 4s on 
the assumption that they hold the key 
to.this tangled situation, whether a re- 
organization is effected through a re- 
celvership or without one, as it is now 
taid will be probable. 

It will take the consent of the holders 
of a majority of these collaterals to de- 
cide what will be done with the stock 

which secures them. Possibly the buy- 
ing of these bonds recently came from 
interests which are fortifying them- 
selves to carry through the reorgani- 
zation as planned, but still lack a ma- 
jority to enforce it. 

The Erie shares have sold down A 
oint or two from their recent high 
evels, owing to the reports that Erie 
has some bonds to offer shortly. Aft- 
er every substantial advance in 
stocks, bond offerings usually set 
adversely for a brief period on the 
prices of stocks of companies doing 
the financing. 

The Now Haven shares continue to 
reflect by their heaviness the reali- 
zation that the rehabilitation of the 
New Haven is not the work of a day. 
Goy. Walsh of Massachusetts has 
sharply resented, in a public state- 
ment, the attempts of bankers to dic- 
tate the naming of the trustees who 
shall care for the Boston & Maine 
after the divorce takes place. The 
State is too heavily committed, he 
says, to permit any interference of 
the sort.
